What is now Chaffey Union high 
school and junior college dates 
back to March 11, 1883, when the 
corner stone of the first building 
was laid with appropriate cere- 
monies and with residents from 
Los Angeles and all parts of the 
district in attendance.

Etiwanda was namea after an 
Indian chief, it was the site of 
the first California irrigation set- 
tlement watered by a cement pipe 
line system, was the site of the 
first electric light that showed its 
radiance in Southern California, 
and was the site of the first long- } 
distance telephone line in the state. 

Such are the historic highlights 
of one wf the oldest communities 
in San Bernardino county and such 
were the first California accom- 
plishments of the Chaffey broth- | 
ers. 

Purchasing the property that is 
now Etiwanca from Captain J. Ss. | 
Garcia, a Portuguese seaman, the 
Chaffey brothers visioned their 
first real estate project here. One 
thousand acres were purchased 
from the ex-seaman at $1.50 an 
acre, the purchase also including 
the water rights. The land was 
divided into 10-acre blocks, with 
the water brought in cement pipes 
to the highest corner on each lot. 


In selecting a name for the new 
colony, George Chaffey sought to 
connect family and Canadian as- 
‘sociations. Years before an In- 
@ian chief had formed a friend- 
ship with Benjamin Chaffey, an 
uncle admired greatly. The chief’s 
mame was Etiwanda, so the new 
«olony became “Etiwanda.” 

Water Distribution 
Was Model 

Where irrigation had been prac-; 
iced, the landowner nearest the 
source of supply took what water 
the needed. Those lower down took 
what water was left, if any. | 

George Chaffey established in | 
Htiwanda a different principle and 
his was the model on which nearly | 
all future California irrigation 
companies were based. <A water 
company was formed, its stock 
consisting of one share for every 
acre of land comprised in the col- 
ony. Each purchaser of land re- 
ceived one share in the water 
company for every acre held. The 
Holt-Chaffey Mutual Water com- 
pany was first organized. Later 
the Etiwanda Water company was 
organized in May, 1882. The 
original directors were George 
Chaffey, Charles F. Chaffey, C. 
Newton Ross, Thomas Hendry and 
R. A. Cunningham. 

Advertisements in the east soon 
brought people to Etiwanda. In 
eight months, 1400 acres were 
sold. 


Electric Light 
Advertises Etiwanda 

George Chaffey visualized elec- 
tricity as a means of greatly im- 
proving living conditions.

Phone Line First 
One in State 

In 1876 Mr. Chaffey met Alex- 
ander Graham Bell at the Centen- 
nial Exposition and observed the 
demonstration that human speech 
could be conveyed by electricity 
over a distance. 

Six years later the telephone de- 
_ velopment had made considerable 
progress and Mr. Chaffey installed 
a private line from Etiwanda to San 
_ Bernardino and extended it later 

to Ontario. This was the first long 

distance telephone in California. It 
was then the longest telephone line 
in operation in the world and re- 
mained the longest in the state for 
some time, according to the book, 
“My Seventy Years in California,” 
by J. A. Graves.

Three-Story Building 

Work on the college building | 
proceeded slowly and it was not 
opened until 1885. All the pricks | 








used were made at Ontario. It} 
was a large three-story building, | 
considered very fine in those days, | 
and with furnishings cost about 
$17,000. The first principal of 
Chaffey college was Professor L. | 
W. Wheeler. | 


At the end of two years, lack | 
of funds following an unwise han- | 
dling of the endowment, after fis 
departure of the Chaffeys for Aus- | 
tralia made it impossible to con- 
tinue the agricultural features of 
the college and it was reorganized 
on a purely academic basis. 

For more than 20 years the | 
Chaffey College of Agriculture was | 
affiliated with the University of 
Southern California. <A difference 
of opinion arose between the resi- 
dents in the Ontario community ; 
and the university regents about | 
the use of the endowment money. 
Local people thought the money | 
could be used only for local pur- | 
poses, and could not be properly | 
spent outside. 

Controversy Ends 

On January 16, 1906, the super- : 
ior court registered a decision 
whereby U. S. C. relinquished all 
claim on the trust property and ali 
authority in administration of 
Chaffey in consideration of the 
transfer to it of property then 
worth $20,000 to be. used as an 
endowment for scholarships given 
by the university to Ontario stu- 
dents only. 


In 1901 the Ontario high school | 
district had been organized, the 
high school replacing the old agri- 
cultural college. In May, 1911, 
Ontario and Upland voted to form 
2 union high school district. On|
